THE TEACHER TRAINING REPORT 
The report of the tcachcr-tralnlng Interim 
JeglBlaHve committee not only comes as a big 
aiBappolntment to some and a surprise to 
otiiera, but It gives advance wamlng that the 
old NICE and SICE battle wUl be renewed 
flrtth'oven greater lury during the forthcom' 

ing session of the state Jcglalaturt 

In a nutshell, the report recommendfl,.that 
the stAle should dlscontinot training teachers 
It either Lcwls-Clark Hormal Bchool at Lewis- 
ton; formerly known as Northern Id(iho Col- 
lege of Education, or at Southern Idaho Col- 
lege at Education at Albion, whlcli has been 
dosed since 1051. 

Teacher training In Idaho, the committee 
reasons, should be concentrated at the Uni- 
versity of Idaho and Idaho State college. It 
recommends that other uses be found for 
Lewte-Clark Nonnal and the Idle faclimes at 
BICE. 

AU tills Is an Interesting chapter Indeed in 
the prolonged fight to maintain two state 
normal schools in addition to the University 
o("IdBho and Idaho .S^atc college, to say 
nothing about all the other state-operated 
; tnstltuWoM. 

i It wa* on the recommendation of Gov. Len 
JBMairthKfr-tlrer-IeglaJalure-put- NICB-and. 
BICB out^of business In 1651, the contention 
being the state could not afford them. It was 
leasonbd- at-the tlmo that departments of 
education K -thS^^veiBHr^if-Jdaho-and 
Idaho State college could do a better job of 
teacher training, and the cuncnt report by 
the interim fommlttee bears out that logic. 

Ant^gonlBin aroused by this action reached 
almost Tlolent proportions In the vicinities of 
Lewlatbn and AJblon, bat principally In north 
Idaho irtier« the5;,%(ige their batUes with a 
vengeance;- 

Under the pressure ot all this opposition, 
ttiange things hai^ened during the 1055 scs- 
sloh'ol thS'stateHJgUlature.'^There-were open 
chorgej that horM trading had reached on 
all-tkna high. Qoveroor Smyiie was accused 
of trading support ot north Idaho's demands 
In i«tum for help on a constitutional amend- 
ment vhtch would permit him to seek a 
second tetm in office. . 

Whether any awtt imderstanding actually 
existed. It Is Blgnlfleant that the governor 
helped to get NICE reactivated u a two-year 
school , now known as Lewis-Clark Normal, 
and Uiat Just a few .days before the Interim 
committee made Its report, the Lewlston 
rrlbune expressed the editorial opinion that 
Idaho should do away with Its one-term rc- 
fftrlciidh on Id«hd "governors. 'Any. govenJor, 
whether It be Smytle or some Democrat in the 
future, the Levrtston newspaper reasoned, 
should have aji opportunity to succeed hlm- 
lelt with the approval of the people. 

It Is significant also, that iSovemor Smylle 
apparently Is attempting to attach more im- 
portance to a minority report by one of the 
committee members who lives at Lewlston, 
than to the majority report by the other /Jvc 
members. 

Accordlng^Q press reports, the governor 
'■ found -^'muoh - merl t'^ In- the- maj orlty 'a^vicws 
. on Lewis-Clark, but he agreed with the minor- 
I Ity member that " a five-year trial period . . , 
might be a more appropriate length of time" 
for an evaluation. 

If the majority report Is to be regarded m 
having "much merit." It would have to bo 
sn the basis of its specific recommondatJons 
tirhlch leave no doubt in anyone's mind.
